NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 22nd December, 2009 

C.S.R. 917(E) .—^Whereas a draft of certain rules further to amend the Drugs and Cosmetics Rules, 1945, was 
published, as required by Sections 12 and 33 ofthe Drugs and Cosmetics Act, 1940 (23 of 19401, with the Notification of the 
Government of India, Ministry of Health and Family Welfare (Department of Health), No. G.S.R 789(E), dated the 
15th November, 2008 in the Gazette of India, Extraordinary Part 11, Section 3, Sub-Section (i), dated the 15 th November, 2008 
inviting objections and suggestions from all persons likely to be affected thereby before the expiry of a period of forty-five 
days from the date on which the copies of the Gazette were made available to the public; 

And, whereas, copies of the Gazette were made available to the public on 19-11 -2008; 

And, whereas, objections and suggestions received from the public on the said rules have been considered by the 
Central Government; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the power conferred by Sections 12 and 33 ofthe Drugs and Cosmetics Act, 1940 (23 
of 1940), the Central Government, after consultation with the Drugs 4'echnica! Advisory Board, hereby makes the following 
rules further to amend the Drugs and Cosmetics Rules, 1945, namely 

K (I) These rules may be called the Drugs and Cosmetics (7th Amendment) Rules, 2009. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Drugs and Cosmetics Rules, 1945 (hereinafter referred to as the said rules), in Schedule K,— 

(i) in item number 31, under the column class of drugs the sub-item (a), relating to “Arnica Montana Hair Oil” shall 

be omitted; 

(ii) after item number 34, the following item and entries relating thereto shall be inserted, namely - 

Class of Drugs Extent and Conditions of Exemption 

“35 Homoeopathic hair oils having active The provisions of Chapter IV of the Act and the rules made 

ingredients up to 3X potency only thereunder which require them to be covered with a sale licence in 

Form 20C subject to the condition that such a product has been 
manufactured under a valid manufacturing licence and sold in the 
original sealed packing ofthe licen.sed manufacturers”. 

3. In the said rules, in Schedule V, in the Table appended to it, against the entries relating to Vitamin B-12, for the 
existing entry under column 2, the entry “meg” shall be substituted.
